The Sacramento State College 
Student Association executive | 
council, on previous occasions, has 
considered the proposal to create | 
a Budget Board of Control, to func- 
tion as an advisory and checking 
agency in student government. 
Most collegiate institutions have 
such an agency, and the passage of 
the universal student body fee here 
at SSC has increased the impor- | 
tance of having such a board. The 
amount of funds to be handled will 
be considerably larger than in the | 
past, and the wise use of these | 
funds undoubtedly will be under | 
closed scrutiny. | 

Because of this increase in rev- | 
enue and the planning which is | 
being done for the future, the exec- | 
utive council has voted to establish | 
such a board and has adopted Dean | 
Donald Bailey’s recommended plan | 
for a» board of control. Under this | 
plan the board will consist of seven | 
members: the treasurer of the stu- | 
dent body, two students appointed 
by the student council, two mem- 
bers appointed from the faculty or | 
administrative staf?s by the presi- | 
dent of the college, the business 
manager of the college, and the 
graduate manager, when we have | 
such a person, shall be an ex-of- | 
ficio member of the board. 

The board of contro] shall have | 
responsibility for: drawing up sug- 
gested budget allocations for the 
consideration of the student coun- 
cil, making recommendations to 
the student counci on establish- 
ment of policies and on any fiscal 
problems or questions of policy 
which may ezise, keep a careful 
check at all times on the expendi- 
ture of funds to see that they are 
being properly used in accordance 
with the fiscal policy of the stu- 
dent council and with any legal or 
state requirements to which such 
funds may be subject, making sug- 
gestions as to economical methods 
in expending funds in order to ex- 
tend the resources, assisting in the 
improvement of administrative pro- 
cedures which will facilitate the 
conduct of student body business 


affairs, providing assistance and 
guidance in fiscal matters to the 
various legally recognized on-cam- 
pus organizations, and assisting 
the student council in the coordi- 
nation of requests related to stu- 
dent fund-raising campaigns and 
the procedures to be followed. 
People who have worked this 
type of board and those of us who 
have studied it feel that this board 
will assure sound student govern- | 
ment in the future here at SSC.

HORNETS’ NEST

That tall, blond gentleman you'll 
see in front of the Fresno State 
bench tonight is revered and talked 
about in sports circles all over the 
globe. But not because he guides 


| the Bulldog’s destinies on the hard- 


wood. His name is Cornelius War- 
merdam, and he holds the world 
record in the pole vault at 15 feet, 
7 inches, 

There are other world record- 
holders still around, but none of 
them has been held in such awe as 
the big Dutchman from the Grape 
City. When track and field men 
everywhere were thinking of the 
15 foot mark as the indestructible 
ceiling in the pole vault, young 
Warmerdam achieved the impos- 
sible by vaulting 15 feet for the 
San Francisco Olympic Club in a 
meet in Berkeley, April 12, 1940. 
One year and ten months later, 
still competing for the Olympic 
Club, he set his final mark at 15 
feet 7 and one-quarter inches in a 
meet in Boston. All in all, Warmer- 
dam cleared the 15 foot mark six- 
teen times. No other man came 
close. 

Now that his career as an athe- 
lete is over, he is watching others 
near his mark. Three of them, Bob 
Richards and Don Laz from Illinois, 
and Don Cooper of Nebraska, have 
gone above 15 feet, but still do not 
seriously threaten his record.
